R  E  P  O  R  T. 


To  the  ho7iorable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates: 

The  comniitlee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  \c  ex- 
niYiine  the  Commissioner  of  Loans  accounts  under  resohitior.  No. 
8,  passed  December  session  1840,  report  that  they  have  discharged 
the  very  onerous  duties  assigned  ihem,  after  a  session  protracted  far 
beyond  that  of  any  previous  committee.  The  labor  incident  to 
ihe  duties  of  '.he  committee  has  been  enhanced  from  the  examina- 
tion of  the  transatrtron  of  (lie  loan  ofKcer  for  two  years,  and  from 
the  additional  fact  tliat  after  the  State  determined  to  resume  pay- 
ment of  her  interest  and  fixed  the  period  beyond  which  coupons 
would  not  be  received;  a  very  large  amount  beyond  that  of  any 
antecedent  period  was  paid  into  the  office  for  arrears  of  taxes, 
which  perhaps  would  not  have  been  collected  so  promptly  but  for 
the  advantage  afforded  the  fax  payer  in  the  then  diiuinished  value 
of  Maryland  securities. 

The  examination  of  collectors  accounts  presented  a  labyrinth  of 
difficulty  owing  to  the  irregular  and  confused  manner  in  which 
ihey  were  stated,  and  although  there  were  some  inaccuracies,  it  is 
a  sourf.e  of  8ur[)rise  that  iliey  are  so  immaterial  when  we  take  into 
view  the  amount  and  number  of  their  accounts.  The  following 
statement  will  exhibit  the  amount  of  coupons  and  certificates  of 
interest  paid  in  during  the  years  1847,  1848  and  1849,  and  which 
have  been  destroyed  by  the  coirtmiltee:

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This  sum  paid  in  certificates  and  coupons  in  almost  every  con- 
ceivable amount,  with  statements,  confused,  both  inform  and  sub- 
stance, presented  difficulties  and  delays,  to  say  nothing  of  the  in- 
creased amount  of  labor,  incident  to  this  branch  of  our  duties,  al- 
most unprecedented.  It  is  not  therefore  a  matter  of  surprise  that 
there  should  have  been  foimd  occasional  errors,  but  rather,  that 
they  did  not  occur  more  frequently  and  of  greater  materiality.  la 
these  several  accounts,  we  found  the  following  errors: — In  the  ac- 
count of  Charles  Bausraan  of  Baltimore  county,  in  May  1847,  he 
received  a  receipt  for  S6  more  than  paid  in.  The  Farmers  and 
Planters  Bank  12  cents  more  than  paid.  Jesse  M.  Lowe  60  cents 
more  than  paid.  G.  W.  Nutwell,  Anne  Arundel,  .$10  more  than 
paid  in  per  account  of  30th  September,  1S47.  G.  W".  Spencer  of 
Kent  county,  over  paid  §10.  H,  F.  Kalkman  receipt  for  $3  more 
thon  paid  in.  Edward  Dorsey  foi  26  cents  more  than  paid  in. 
The  committee  found  in  one  of  the  accounts  of  Henry  Snyder  of 
Baltimore,  one  sterling  coupon  for  £^.  5s,  valued  at  §27//^  which 
was  not  computed  in  said  account,  and  is  therefore  an  over  pay- 
ment to  that  amount,  which  said  coupon  has  been  destroyed  by  the 
committee.  The  ceitificates  of  interest  embraced  in  the  several 
collectors  accounts  presented  a  still  more  onerous  task,  in  tracing 
them  tjirough  the  several  books  from  which  they  had  been  issued 
eirlier  f^r  current  interest  due  for  stock  or  in  exctiange  for  coupons 
deposited  in  the  loan  office.  The  same  difficulties  which  have 
heretofoie  existed  with  former  committees  were  felt  in  their  full 
force  by  the  undersigtied.  Large  deposits  of  coupons  were  made 
and  tlie  ceitificates  only  called  for  as  the  demands  of  the  market 
rendered  their  issue  necessary.  Hence  we  found  many  accounts 
extremely  complicated  and  difficult.  In  the  examination  of  issues 
to  Wm.  S.  Gitiings  we  paid  on  the  2Sth  September,  1847,  an  over 
issue  of  $2jYo  '^^^  ^"  ^'^^  2Q[h  September  of  the  same  year  an 
over  issue  to  the  same  individual  amounting  to  .*^110  02,  and  on 
the  7th  December,  IS47,  the  further  sum  of  .^16  00,  making  in  alt 
the  sum  of  fllS  52.  Short  issue  013  deposits  to  Mr.  Tiffany  62 
cents — short  issue  to  R.  C.  Hollyday  80  cents — shoit  issue  to  J. 
W .  Kennedy  20  cents — over  issue  to  Josiah  Lee  $3.45  cents — 
short  issue  to  George  C.  Addison  j^l. 00— short  issue  to  the  Trea- 
euier  .i;30.00 — over  issue  to  J.  P.  Kennedy,  Trustee,  (fcc.  Tenant 
^1.00 — over  issue  to  Noriis  &  sons  63  cents.  These  constitute 
the  principal  errors  which  occur  in  the  transaction  of  the  loan  office 
for  the  months  of  September  and  October  1847,  when  the  large 
amounts  already  leferred  to,  were  paid  in  after  having  been  con 
vened  from  coupons  into  certificates  of  interest.  The  examination 
of  the  cancelled  certificates  of  stock  and  bonds  deposited  with  the 
Commissioner  which  have  been  converted  into  s'ock  under  the 
auilioriiy  of  the  Legislature,  constituied  an  important  part  of  the 
duties  of  the  commiiiee.  The  tiansfer  book  discloses  the  iact,  that 
betvveen  the  first  of  January  and  the  31st  December,  1847,  the 
amount  of  issues  for  certificates  exchanged  and  transferred,  and 
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bonds  converted  into  stock,  amounted  lo  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
and  forty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  six- 
ty-two cents,  (941,455  62  )  Each  of  these  cancelled  certificates 
and  bonds  were  carefully  inspected  by  the  committee,  compared 
witli  the  issue  and  transfer  books,  and  being  found  correct  were 
destroyed.  The  report  of  the  commissioner  of  loans  for  the  year 
1847,  made  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  was  also  examined  and 
being  found  correct  is  herewith  returned  marked  Exhibit  A.  The 
facility  alToided  speculators  in  State  securities,  and  the  happy  re- 
storation of  the  lost  credit  of  Maryland,  since  the  passage  of  the  re- 
sumpti^n  bill,  has  enhanced  this  branch  of  the  duties  of  the  loan 
office  most  materially  and  will  hereafter  constitute  a  most  impor- 
tant part  of  the  inquiries  devolving  upon  the  future  connnittees  of 
the  General  Assembly.  This  fact  will  be  rendered  the  more  ap- 
paient  when  it  is  shown,  that  the  committee  found  upon  exami- 
nation of  the  transfer  books,  that  the  sum  of  one  million  nine  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents  had  been  issued  in  lieu  of  cancelled  certificates  of  stock  and  • 

sterling  bonds  exchanged  for  stock  between  the  first  of  January, 
J84S,  and  the  31st  l)ecen)ber  of  the  same  year,  showing  an  excess 
of  nearly  one  million  over  the  transactions  in  thai  department  for 
1847.  These  vouchers  were  compared  with  the  proper  books  and 
after  the  most  rigiti  scrutiny  found  to  be  entirel}^  correct,  whereupon 
your  committee  destroyed  them.  The  report  of  the  commissioner 
of  loans  for  the  year  1S4S,  was  then  properly  tested  by  comparlno-  ' 
it  with  the  transfer  book  and  having  been  found  correct  is  herewith 
returned,  marked  Exhibit  B. 

The  committee  also  examined,  counted  and  burned  a  package  ^^^git^^ 

of  coupons  returned  to  the  loan  office  by  Messrs.  Baring,  Brothers .^;i;j:i^  , 
&.  Co.  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand  thirty      ^^^ 
one  pounds  seventeen  shillings  and  six  pence  (.i? 1 37,03 1. 17.6)  or  ^ 

§663,843. 30,  which  were  very  carefully  sealed  up  by  the  commit- 
tee for  1847  and  left  as  a  legacy  to  this  committee.  In  the  exami- 
nation of  the  account  of  Baring,  Brothers  &  Co.,  we  found  a 
charge  of  ^"1662.105  for  which  no  vouchers,  or  in  other  words  no 
coupons  are  returned.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  the 
commissioner  of  loans  addressed  a  letter  to  this  IJouse  asking  a  re- 
turn of  these  vouchers,  but  no  satisfactory  answer  had  been  received 
at  the  time  your  committee  left  Baltimore. 

The  undersigned  also  burnt  one  hundred  and  thirteen  sterling 
coupons  of  £6  55,  which  were  deposited  in  the  loan  office  by  Col. 
J.  G.  Davies,  having  been  cut  from  bonds  by  him  fiom  the  Ches- 
apeake and  Ohio  canal  con)pany.  The  following  statement  ex-i 
hibits  the  amount  of  certificates  of  interest  issued  at  the  loan  offi<;& 
during  the  years  1847  and  1848:  .

It  will  thus  be  seen,  from  the  above  statement,  that  a  larger 
amount  was  paid  in  by  the  collectors  for  the  years  lb47  and  1S4S, 
than  was  issued  in  certificates,  much  of  the  sum  paid  in  b^^  ihem 
being  in  coupons  for  ariears  of  interest.  Your  committee  found 
that  during  the  year  commencing  the  1st  January  and  ending  the 
31st  December,  the  commissioner  of  loans  issued  original  slock 
amouniiug  to  863,081   87.

The  commissioner  of  loans  issued  during  the  year  commencing

These  sums  issued  by  authority  vested  in  the  commiisioner  of 
loans  are  chargeable  upon  the  Tobacco  fund. 

In  the  settlement  made  with  the  late  Secretary  of  War  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  a  credit  is  allow- 
ed the  State  of  Maryland  of  seven  thousahti  six  hundred  and  fifty 
four  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  (.$7,654  53)  by  the  former,  and 
two  thousand  eighty-one  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  (2,081  63) 
by  the  latter,  on  account  of  proceeds  of  sale  of  public  lands  for 
arrears  of  interest  due  their  several  departments  on  account  of 
Maryland  stock,  held  in  trust  for  certain  tribes  of  Indians.  Though 
the  legal  right  of  those  departments  so  to  appropriate  funds  due  by 
the  General  Government  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  is  in  the  opin- 
ion of  this  committee  questionable.  Yet  as  the  claims  against 
this  State  for  the  payment  of  which  that  fund  was  applied  are 
undeniably  just,  there  should  be  no  objection  made  to  those  items 
in  the  account,  and  the  committee  therefore  recommend  that  these

credits  be  allowed,  under  the  direction  of  the  act  of  assembly, 
known  as  the  resumption  bill.  The  committee  of  Loans  issued 
Block  to  tlie  amount  of  eight  hundred  and  seventy  eight  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  forty-five  cents  (878,- 
737  45)  on  account  of  interest  due  and  in  arrears  to  the  bondhol- 
ders of  the  State  of  Maryland.  Of  this  sum  thirteen  thousand' 
nine  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  (.^13,911 
22)  have  been  purchased  by  the  treasurer  and  twenty-five  per 
cent,  on  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  six  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  and  three  fourths  of  a  cent 
($216,200  55f)  has  been  redeemed  by  order  of  the  treasurer  in 
cash,  leaving  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  thousand  six 
hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixly-seven  cents,  (648,619  67) 
still  due  and  outstanding  on  account  of  the  funded  debt.  The 
committee  submit  the  following :

A.si.aiement, 
showing  the  issues,  amounts  and  deninomaiions  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, marked  (P.)  The  committee  also  examined  and  destroyed 
cerlilicates  of  stock  standing  as  above,  and  purchased  in  further 
augmentation  of  the  sinking  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  the 
1st  December,  1847,  amounting  to  ;,sl49,130  77,  the  issuesde- 
nominations  and  amounts  of  which  will  appear  by  exhibit  (G.) 
In  submitting  this  report  the  undeisigncd  beg  leave  in  an  especial 
manner,  to  express  their  deep  sense  of  the  courtesy  and  kindness 
which  characterised  the  commissioner  of  loans  John  S.  Gittings, 
Esq.,  and  his  gentlemanly  and  accomplished  cleik  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain. We  found  them  ever  ready  to  facilitate  the  investigation 
and  prompt  to  afford  every  evidence  necessary  to  a  thorough  and 
rigid  examination  into  the  multifarious  transactions  of  the  loan 
office.  This  investigation,  laboiious  as  it  has  been,  has  impressed 
the  undersigned  most  favourably  with  the  healthful  condition  of 
our  financial  system.  The  loan  office  has  been  the  theatre  of  ac-  ■ 
tion  V,  here  a  wise  and  enlightened  system  of  legislation  has  been 
carried  into  practical  and  successful  operation — and  we  who  have 
destroyed  millions  of  A'oucliers  redeemed  by  this  policy,  feel  that 
in  common  with  every  good  citizen  of  Maryland,  they  ought  to 
feel  proud  to  know,  that  the  Bay  is  not  far  distant  when  freed  from 
the  immense  debt  in  which  she  is  involved,  Maiyland  will  stand 
forth  bright  and  glorious  as  she  was,  when  clad  in  the  unsullied 
garments,  and  briglit  hope  of  a  happy  future,  she  plighted  her 
virgin  vows  as  one  of  that  once,  happy  family  of  Slates  ;  the  glo- 
rious old  thirteen.
